HAS AHI8T0BT 


A* D. Belmer Who Attempted 
Sntoide at Taylorvllle Will 
Not Tell of His Past. 


Taylor^'ille, Nov. 16.—A* D. Belmer, 
tried to commit suicide Thursday night 
in his rooms at the Annex hotel in this 
city, is convalescing and hls^ recovery is 
practically a.ssured. 
With his improve­ 
ment in health come.s an interesting stor> 
romantic in the extreme, which Is partly 
sub.stantiated by facts known to the refti- 
dents of the city and by stories which he 
has told himself. 


The man has as yet refused to tell 
where he reside.«?, but It is thought he 
came from Kansas City. 
He came to 
Taylorville with the Intention of spending 
the night and afterward. It Is said, going 
on to Edinburg, w-here he hoped to claims 
a young woman of that village as his 
wife. 
While here he learned * that the 
woman, who was said to have l^en Miss 
Julia Brov.n, had been married for some 
time and was living in Kentucky.

It is believed he became despondent! 
upon hearing this and resolved to end his 
life. He retired to his room in the hotel, 
leaving a call for 6:30 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing. When the clerk went to the room at 
that hour he failed to get a response to 
his knoclt, and forcing open 
the- door 
found Belmer lying on the bed in an jun- 
conscious condition.

E.scaping gas told the story and a phy­ 
sician was notified. To day Belmer Im­ 
proved steadily in condition and. probably 
will ha.ve entirely recovered within a daj' 
or two. 


It has been learned that Belmer be­ 
came acquainted with the youngf woman 
in 
Edinburg 
through 
a 
matrimonial 
agency and that a correspondence en.sued. 
The woman evidently did no^jegard the 
m atter as seriously as the zrian, a» is evi­ 
denced by the marriage of the former. 


Miss Scott was a ^ell-to-do youQg ntil- 
liner of Edinburg and had considérable 
property in her own nan^e. Belmer had 
practically no money w hen'he came to 
Taylorville, as he asked the clerk for a 
rocm costing not more than ten or fifteen 
cents when he applied at the hotel for a 
night’s lodging. He was told that no room 
was to be had for such a sum and the 
m atter was compromised by Belmer tak­ 
in g 'a twenty-flye cent reom.

I t ob­ 
jects to the provision that n# reduction 
of sugar duty be made during the life of 
the treaty, declaring one congress cannot

Thé president to'day trknsiiüttèd fo the 
house cotT^pondence and, other official 
documents relating to th è 'recent revolu­ 
tion on the isthmus of panam a as request­ 
ed by the house resolution. The first is a 
cableírrám notifying the United States 
tíonsuls.at Colon and Panam a to keep the 
department informed 6f events. 'Then fol­ 
lowed* dispatches to and'from consuls, or­ 
ders to- naval officers, .recogniti<^h ' of 
Panàm a atid all .correspondence held by- 
the na>yy department.* One x)f* the jlatter 
dispatches is to commanders of American 
vessels, instructing them to maiijtain ifree 
%nd iminterrupted transit across the isth- 
inus and use armed force ^f necessarj,'. 
Also instructions to Admiral Glass to pre­ 
vent the landing of armed forces within 
fifty miles of Panama. 


DEMOCRATIC SENATORS. 
Democrat members of the senate cau­ 
cused over three hours to day, but were 
unable to get-together on a program as to 
canal legislation. Four distinct proposi­ 
tions were submitted and many other sug­ 
gestions were, made infdrmally, but no 
agreement could be reached and the cau­ 
cus adjourned to meet again a t the call of 
the chairman. ' 


SeVeral senators on leaving the caucus 
bitterly, complained of tlTe lack of har­ 
mony and ccfmpared'the Democratic posi­ 
tion with thie attitude of the Republicans, 
who, they said, witli twice as many rep- 
re.sentativei5, "had not a stragÉler, while 
hardly two D em ocrats were of the same 
opinion.

ARE GAINING 


ON STRIKERS 


MORE CARS BEOra RUN IN 
CHICAGO 


Police Quickly Put an End to 
Rioting—The Cars on Cottage 
Grove Ave. Will tie Started 
Under Police Protection. 


Chicago,' ^ov. 
16.—The City Railway 
compan.v will to morrow resume traffic 
on the Co>ttage Grove avenue line under 
guarà of 500 policemen. The Wentworth 
avenue line was o ^ rated to day under 
heavy guard and despite considerable in­ 
terference 'ilve-mlnute service was tnaln- 
tai'nd. Riots were frequent along the line, 
but the police charged on the crowds with 
siich quickness and force that but one 
itrious blockade was met lylth. That was 
when a team ster who block^ai^^ the track 
rcïusèd to drive out. 
When police at­ 
tempted to drag him from the seat the 
crowd grew ugly. Police moved against 
the mob and many persons were clubbed 
and á f«îw policemen bruised by stone.s. A 
r.umber of arre.sts were made and finally 
after con.Siderable difficulty the mob was 
dispersed and the car moved on. 
j. A lively fight occurred near the bams 
at ^venty-elghth and State streets to 
night vrhén a wagon <íarryiñg provisions 
to n>en living in the bam s was stopped by 
strikers. A crowd of nonunion men rush­ 
ed from the bam and charged the mob 
around the w^agon, quickly putting the 
crowd to flight.. Stones were thrown and 
revolvers displayed, but no.^'^hot^ were 
fired. Several men sustained'bm ises and 
there were a few broken heads, but thé 
fight did not last long enough for the po-* 
IJce to make any arrests. 


Public inconvenience from the, strike be­ 
came greater to night , than ever before. 
A heavy rain and high w.ind drove many 
who heretofore walked, home to seek 
transportation on already overburdened 
trains of the Illinois Central and elevated 
lines. The crush- at th e. downtown . sta- 
tjons of .those roads was tremendous and 
It wa;s the greatest difficulty, railway em-.

CHINA AROUSED 


Moscow, Nov. 16.—Russian military re- 
occupatlon of Mukden, Manchuria, has 
caused such tension and aroused such ag­ 
gressive attitude on the part of China that 
the continued dispatch of troops to the 
far ea.st is now .«»aid to be directed against 
China, de.splte the paciiie turn of the 
Russo-Japanese dispute. 
T^|-o hundred 
and fifty thousand troops were ordered to 
the far east w hen hostilities appeared 
imminent. They are now being continu­ 
ally drafted from the government of M o .h - 
cow and nine surrounding provinces. With 
troops already ip the far east this will 
give Russia an overwhelming force with 
which to overawe China,

Boston, Nov. 16.^Two spirited debates 
enlivened what would 
otherwise 
have 
been a dull session of the American F ^ - 
eratlon of Labor to day. The first w w 
upon the question whêther the federation 
should grant a charter to Insurance agents 
of the country, and after a somewhat 
acrimonious discussion the m atter wnii in­ 
ferred to the executive committee. This 
wa.H regarded as defeat of the plan to or­ 
ganize and charter Insurance agent.s. 


The second debate was upon the subjccl 
of industrial depression. 
It was c a ll^ 
forth by the report of the committee on 
the president’s report endorsing Gompers* 
statement that a period of Industrial de­ 
pression wa.s* coming. 
Several dclegat«^» 
expre.s.s*ed the opinion that no depression 
was probable, but socIali.«;t delegates In­ 
sisted that the preldent*s forecast was 
true. They contended possible preventive 
was not only organization on trade.? union 
lines but also formation of a political or­ 
ganization by labor workers. 


Fifty or more resolutions were disposed 
of duringr the day, many calling for the 
appointment of organizers for western 
and southern state» being re fe rr^ to the 
exécutive council with powèr to act. Sfev- 
eral .Southern delegates got into the debate 
Upon the question oforganisatlpn In tho 
.soiith which wTtts brought into discussion 
by the desire of Delejpite Clay, a negro 
member from North Carolina, to have an 
organizer sent south to form negroes Into 
unions.

Kobert G. Ingersoll, whom.Qeneral Pal­ 
mer defeated: for the nomination in 1868, 
and George Hunt, who was able to secure 
only fifty-one . votes for governor in the 
state convention of JS92. But the present 
incumbent of the office distinguished him­ 
self in ppiitics fhany years before his elec­ 
tion as attorney general, and will hardly 
feel any discouragement by reason of 
tho.«;e precedents.

DETAIL ORÌKVANOES TO 


(iOVKRNOR YATES. 


Springfield, 
Xov. 
1<5.—(iovernor 
Yfites has received a voluminous let­ 
ter from M. C'. Buckley, president of 
the Chicago street railway men’s un­ 
ion, b(‘aring on the present strike in 
i'bicago. The letter was referred to 
J. McCann Davis, secretary of the 
Ktate board of arbitration, who left 
for Chicago to attend a meeting of 
the full board, at w’hich time a letter 
will be submitted by E. Jt. Bliss, at- 
toT-ney for the street raihvay com­ 
pany. President Buckley’s letter to 
the governor details the grievances of 
the street railway employes and states 
that tlieir interests have been ignor­ 
ed. It referred to the renew’al of the 
reijui'sts of the men on Sept. 30, wiien 
the old agreement expired, for a 
(‘hange <;>f the working conditions and 
the.28 cents an hour, and says that 
requests for shorter hours were ignor­ 
ed. The letter concludes with the de- 
elaration that the union is willing to> 
arbitrate. 
.

In 
explaining conditions under 
which the railroad men work, the 
letter says, in part :“John Johnson, 
t he motorman wdio was murdered in 
th(‘ barns of the company during the 
reeont holdup, was at that time asleep 
on a bench. 
He had first reported 
for dutv at 5 a. m. on the previous 
day. He remained in the barn until 
2 p. m., waiting to get a run, and, 
understand, he \vas not paid for any 
of this time that he waited. At 2 p. 
m. he was given a run which finished 
at 3 :40 a. m. He was then notified, 
as arrangements are scheduled, to 
again leave the barn that same morn­ 
ing at 4:4.'). The only rest, of eovirse, 
he w'ould get wouM be the couple of 
hours that he would sleep upon the 
bench. 


“An investigation of the schedule 
will show you eases of men that put 
in eighteen ^nd nineteen hours of 
time to get in a day’s work of ten 
hours. We are asking a modification 
of these conditions. We have asked 
nothing unreasonable. We are willing 
to work for a ten-hour day, within a 
reasonable length of time. 


DO NOT ASK “CLOSED SHOP.” 


“Now, there is an impression abroad 
thnt this is a fight for what some 
call the ‘closed shop,’ or strictly un­ 
ionizing of the plant. 
This is not 
true. The question'of unionizing the 
idant doesn’t enter into this contest. 
We have requested in our demands 
that all men in the train service be­ 
come members of the union, but we 
have stood ready at all times to modi­ 
fy that question if proper agreement 
could be made that would protect the 
nii^mbership of our union. 


“Our reason for asking tliis is self- 
preservation, for since the formation 
of Olir organization we have been an­ 
tagonized and opposed. 
Men when 
being hired have been notified not to 
join our union. Spies have been em­ 
ployed to report the actions of our 
meetings. Non-union men have been 
( iicouraged to antagonize and oppose 
our organization whenever the opopr- 
tunity presented itself. What we are 
seeking is sòme eiause in an agree­ 
ment that will protect our member­ 
ship against this unfair discrimina­ 
tion. All we desire is the same treat­ 
ment that the trainmen on the north, 
and west sides arc receiving; har­ 
mony previals there. 
If the . same 
working conditions and agreement are 
given us that are given by the north 
;ind w^est sido companies, we are per­ 
fectly, satisfied.

FARMERS’ INSTITUTE 


Outline of Progrraiu to Be Given 
at Oeeatnr. 


The local committe for the Illinois 
Farmdrs’ institute, to be held in De­ 
catur from Feb. 23 to 25, 1904, met 
with A. B. Hostetter at the St. Nich­ 
olas hotel in Decatur recently. In a 
two hours’ session preliminary ar­ 
rangements for the institute were 
fully discussed. 


During the session six schools of 
agriculture and matters relating to 
agriculture will be conducted for the 
instruction of farmers. These schools 
will be uiider the charge of experts 
from.nil over the XTnited States. Do­ 
mestic science, breeding and raising 
livestock and poultry, horticulture 
and dairy ^vork will be taught. 


The domestic science school will be 
in charge of Mrs. Joseph* Carter, of 
Champaign. Mrs. Carter is president 
of the Illinois Domestic Science as­ 
sociation.

John Iniboden will be the head of 
the local committee on animal hus­ 
bandry, but this department will be in 
charge of a state expert. 


The poultry, school will be headed 
by T. E. Orr, of Beaver, Pa. 
Mr. 
Orr is the j)resident of the American 
Poultry asosciation. 


Professor Blair, of the ITiiivei'sity 
of Illinois, will be at the head af the 
school of horticulture. 


Profesor Glover, of the University 
of Illinois, will have the dairy school 
under his charge. 


Prof. A. B. Shamel, who is well 
known in Decatur, will take charge 
of the corn breeding school. 
Pro­ 
fessor Shamel was formerly a pro­ 
fessor in the University of Illinois, 
but he is now in the agricultural de­ 
partment at Washington. 


Secretary A. B. Hostetter and the 
Illinois institute will as soon as possi­ 
ble, issue a forty-page illustrated pam­ 
phlet on' the meeting.

A Triple Beam Searchlight. 


For use in lighthouses a new form 
of combination searchlight has been 
designed and constructed in Berlin. 
This throws three beams of light at 
the same time from the top of the 
tower. 
This 
Siemens-Schuckert 
searchlight has three arc lights, re­ 
flecting mirrors and projector regu­ 
lating devices 120'degrees apart, all 
operated automatically. 
The car­ 
bons of the arc lamps are fed auto­ 
matically, and electric motors are 
need for turning the three search­ 
lights, while a fourth searchlight is 
mounted upon the top, this working 
entirely indepen|ently of-the other 
three and moving in any direction 
desired. This new fomi of electric 
flash light has been installed in the 
lighthouse tower at Helgoland. 


The three searchlights mounted 
on the lower revolvin| platform 120 
degrees apart have nifirrors twenty- 
nine inches in diameter. The plat­ 
form revolves at the rate of four 
revolutions ’per ininute.—Gassier^s

BRECKON. 


At the funeral of Rev. Vickerman 
Breckon Monday Rev. 1^. English 
read the following: 


Rev. Vickerman Breckon was born 
at Bridlington Quay, Yorkshire, Eng­ 
land, Eeb. 23, 1828. He emigrated to 
America with his parents and settled 
in Morgan county. 111., in 1844, in the 
neighborhood of Hebron church, on 
Jacksonville circuit, Illinois confer­ 
ence. He was married to Mrs. Eliza­ 
beth Stimpson, Jan. 17, 1855. 
To 
them were born three children, Sarah 
M. (deceased), James W. and Joseph 
V. They lived together in holy vped- 
lock until July 15, 1899, w’hen his wife 
was taken to her reward. 
He was 
married the second time to Mrs. Isa­ 
bella Gilliland Oct. 17,1900, who sur­ 
vives him. 


At the age of 18 he lost his father 
and was left largely to care for and 
support his widowed mother. He was 
a successful farmer, living, in the 
neighborhood of Hebron church till 
April, 1889Ì when, deciding to give 
up active business, he moved to Ja<^' 
sonville, living there until the time 
of his death. Besides his two sons, 
already mentioned, and a stepson, J. 
W. Stimpson, he leaves three sisters: 
Ciatharine Swain, of Jacksonville; 
Ann E. Stalker, of Carthage, Mo., 
and Harriet Wilson, of Central City, 
Neb. Also a brother, John W. Breck­ 
on, of Central City, Neb. 


He Avas born of religious parents 
and early taught the fear of God, 
both by precept and example. 
His 
mind was very early impressed Avith 
the thought of death and preparation 
therefore. So that under a sermon 
preached by that man of God, Rev. 
Joseph Mortimer in Wesley chapel, at 
Filer, England, he professed faith in 
Christ and was converted. But, like 
others, he afterward lost the evidence 
and assurance of his acceptance with 
God. But he continued to be a regular 
attendant on the means of griice. 
God^s spirit never forsook him, but 
kept calling him back until at a 
camp meeting held on the Robinson 
camp ground, he was again brought 
into fellowship with Christ, under a 
sermon preached by the Rev. DanieL 
Short, a local preacher. 
This, took 
place in August, 1845. He was then 
assigned to the class of Father Dods- 
worth. Rc t . Wilson Pitner was the 
preacher in charge. He continued a 
member of this class until the death 
of its leader in 185D, when he became 
its leader by the appointment of the 
pastor. Rev. 
James Moore. At a 
leaders and stewards’ meeting held 
at Hebron Feb. 19, 1870, he was rec­ 
ommended as an everter, and li­ 
censed by Rev. Sampson Shinn. On 
July 18, 1873, he was examined and 
recommended for license to preach by 
the quarterly conference at Hebron 
and licensed a local preacher by the 
pastorate of Rev. William Johnson, 
Rev. William H. H. Moore being pre­ 
siding elder. 


His first text was, “Haying therefore 
obtained the help of God, I continue 
unto tlus day,” Acts 22-26; “If the 
righteous scarcely be saved, where 
shall the ungodly and sinner appear ?” 
1st Peter 4-18. Some time before that 
ho had been led into the exi)eriencc 
of i>erfect love, under 
a 
sermon 
preached by his pastor. Rev. William 
M. Read, from the text, ‘Terfect love 
casteth out all ;fear,”.from which time 
he was enabled to bear testimony to 
an instantaneous work of grace, ob­ 
tained in this life by simple faith in 
the merits 
of 
the atonement of 
Christ. Good enough for any sinner. 
Glory to God! 


He was ordained a local deacon by 
Bishop Hurst at Danville, Sept. 23, 
1883. Ho believed he was called of 
God to preach the Gospel in all its 
fulness. And at. a meeting held at 
Hel>ron by Rev^ A. M.„ Danely and 
Mrs. 
E. WilliamSij ¡evangelist, He 
received Chrisijnall^ti^ possibilities 
of grace*, O, bleG^^^IJi^^ience. All 
glory tot^héjE^b o f f o r e v e r and 
eyer.

He ^led most of the official posi- 
•

church,: but more espec-^ 
ttàt of class leader. For some 
time ne had charge of three classes 
at once, which, in the country, meant 
a^^eat deal of sacrifice in order to 
visit the delinquent mfembers, the 
aged and the shut-ins. But, *‘oh, the 
enjoyment and benefit he received,” 
he declared was more than he gave. 
He was a total abstainer from all in­ 
toxicants all his life. He was identi­ 
fied with tlie Prohibi|ion party about 
1880. 


The last text he preached from was 
Malachi 3-8: «Will a man rpb God I” 
delivered at Hebron, where he preach­ 
ed his first sermon. He departed this 
life Nov. 13, 1903, at about 9 a. m. 
He was conscious to the very last 
and died a very triumphant death. 


His last hours were full of excla­ 
mations of praise to God. Near the 
closing moments he repeated the fol­ 
lowing quotations : 


“Not a cloud doth arise 
To darken my .skies. 
Or hide for a moment 
My Lord from my eyes.” 


“Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death I will 
fear no evil ; for Thou art with me ; 
Thy rod and Thy staff they comfort 
me. ^ Thou preparest a table before 
me in the presence of mine enemies ; 
Thou annointest my head with oil; 
my cup ruimeth over. Surely good­ 
ness and mercy shall follow me all 
the days of my life, and I Avill dwell 
in thé house of the Lord forever.” 


The funeral took place Monday, 
Nov. 16, commencing at the residence 
in Jacksonville at 10:30 o’clock a. m. 
The services there were conducted by 
Dr. H. H. Oneal, assisted by Rev. 
W. H. Musgrove. Dr. Oneal read ap­ 
propriate selections 
of 
Scriptures 
and spoke of the exemplary life and 
noble Christian character of the de­ 
ceased. As a minister he had faith­ 
fully preached the glorious message 
of salvation, Avhich to him was a mat­ 
ter of wondrous exjierienee. His mem­ 
ory would ever be cherished by the 
sorrowing family and relatives, and 
all whose lives had been so enriched 
by his life and influence. Every one 
present was lifted upward by the 
pathos and noble thought of Rev. W. 
H. Mus^ovo’s prayer and the splen­ 
did music rendered by a select choir. 
At the close of these services the re­ 
mains were taken to Hebron church, 
where the services were conducted by 
his pastor, Rev. N. English, assisted 
by Rev. L. B. Kent, Dr. G. E. Scrim- 
ger and Dr. W. F. Short. 


After the reading of the memoir 
of this remarkable life by the pastor 
and appropriate words 
concerning 
the closing hours of the triumphant 
end of this beautiful life. Dr. Scrim- 
ger led in an earnest prayer for God’s 
blessing upon all that were touched 
by this visitation of God’s provi­ 
dence. 


Rev. L. B. Kent then preached a 
strong sermon, full of thought and 
instruction, from the text selected by 
the deceased himself: Psalms 34-6, 
“This* poor man cried and the Lord 
heard him, and saved him out of all 
his troubles.” ^He showed that “man 
is born unto troubles, as the sparks 
fly upward.” This was not peculiarly 
true of this brother, for his life had 
been bountifully full of the blessings 
of God. Yet he had had his troubles 
with sin and had cried unto the 
Lord, who had heard him and .saved 
him out of all his troubles. The sin­ 
ner who does not come to God nor 
cry unto Him cannot hope for this 
salvation. The Christian has troubles 
peculiar unto himself because he is a 
Christian. A trouble which the EWorld 
knows not of, haiuely, sorrow for lov­ 
ed ones and friends who are going 
on in the way of a sinful life, and will 
not turn therefrom. This sorrow is 
unavoidable, but it will work out for 
him a far more exceeding an eternal 
weight of glory. 
“ 


In his address, which followed the 
sermon. Dr. Short likened the deceas­ 
ed to Nathaneal, whom Jesus called 
“an Israelite indeed, in whom is no 
guile.” He believed the deceased to 
have been one of the few men who 
was before God just what he appeared 
to be before men. He had enriched 
the community arid all who were ac­ 
quainted with him by his Godly ex­ 
ample and teaching. He admonished 
all to try and follow the Savior as 
he had done. 


Appropriate hymns were sung by 
the choir with J. Philip Read, organ­ 
ist of Grace church, at the organ. 


The mortal remains, enshrouded in 
a beautiful casket, were laid to rest 
in the cemetery by the side of the 
church, there to await the resurrec­ 
tion mom. ' - 


Notwithstanding the inclemency 
of the weather a large concourse of 
people came together both at the res­ 
idence and the chur*î1i to pay their 
last respects to their brother and 
friend.
